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The oldest spoken language now 
existent upon the earth is the Chi¬ 
nese. II has an enormous list of 
words—the estimate of the number 
of characters ranges from 25,000 to 
200,000. The language lias no 
alphabet. Each character repre¬ 
sents a complete idea, and corre¬ 
sponds, practically, to the English 
word. II is written in columns 
from top to bottom of the page and 
from right to left. A Chinese book 
ends where an English book begins. 
Writing is done with a tine camel’s 
hair brush and India ink. 

The lack of an alphabet and the 
number of characters make learn- 
ing to read Chinese burdensome. 
Each character must be learned by 
itself. When the student has 
mastered 5,000 characters the suc¬ 
ceeding thousand must be learned 
in the same way. Those which he 
has maslered furnish no assistance 
to learning I lie others, save as prac¬ 
tice may have given him a certain 
quickness in perceiving the peculiar 
form which distinguishes each 
character from its fellows : 

The grammar of the language is 
so simple as to be almost non-exist¬ 
ent. The same word serves in¬ 
differently as a noun, verb, adverb 
or adjective. Moods, tense, per¬ 
sons, gender and numbers arc lack¬ 
ing ; there are neithoreonjugalions, 
nor declensions, nor auxiliary verbs. 
The few Chinese who have attempt¬ 
ed lo master the English tongue re 
gard its grammatical construction 
as clumsy and full of pitfalls. 

The Chinese characters give no 
clue to the pronounciation, and no 
amount of book study will enable 
a foreigner to speak the language. 
That ability must be acquired by 
months of drill, a quick ear and 
great flexibility of the vocal organs. 
Even the most faithful effort fails 
to enable many foreigners to speak 
Chinese correct ly. 

Chester Holcomb, for many years 
interpreter to the United Stales Le¬ 
gation at Pekin, from whose inter¬ 
esting book, “ The Real China¬ 
man,” we have copied, relates 
several anecdotes illustrative of a 
foreigner’s almost invitable blun¬ 
ders in speaking Chinese. 

Mr. Holcomb once heard a valu¬ 
able missionary address the Deity 
in prayer, before a crowded Chi¬ 
nese audience, as “ <> thou omni¬ 
vorous Cod.” It meant to say 
“ omniscient.,” lint, used an aspirat¬ 
ed instead of an un as pi rated eh. 
Another missionary saw with aston¬ 
ishment the audience hurriedly 
leave his chapel in response to 
what he thought was an invitation 
from his lips to be seated. An 
aspirated “t” had turned the 
supposed speech of welcome into 
the information that they had made 
a mistake in entering the chapel. 

In Chinese the tone in which a 
word is spoken determines its 
meaning as much as the sound 
does. For instance : In Chinese 
a man ceases to be a man if you 
change the tone of the voice in 
uttering the word, and may become 
a disease, a nightingale, or a carrot. 
One tone, and one only, expresses 
man. Them are four of those 
tones in standard or mandarin dia¬ 
lect—a high-curving inflection and 
a falling inflection. 

The sound “ man,” if uttered in 
the first tone, means brazen-faced ; 
in the second, to bribe ; in the third 
full, and in the fourth slow. These 
four tones are the occasions of 
absurd blunders. 

A missionary once informed his 
audience that the Saviour, when on 
Oarth, “ went about eating cake.” 
lie intended to say “ healing the 
Hick,” but an aspirate wrongly 
placed changed the healing to eat¬ 
ing, while an error in tone made 
cake out of the sick. 

On one occasion, when Ml 
comb was the host of a 
dinner party, ho ordered his 
ese butler to supply some 
article that was not on the 
'I'lii' man seemed puzzled, then went 
out and returned with the kitchen 
upon a tray. The host had placed 
an aspirate where it did not belong. 

Atr another time the cook was 
told to buy a hundred “ ladies’ 
lingers ” for an evening party.

Two hours later he entered the 
courtyard of the American Legation 
riding upon the shaft of a Chinese 
cart, and reported t hat he had been 
able to buy in l’ekin only sixteen

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SOME EXPLOITS OK THE KAMOUH 
UTAH ARTILLERY NEAR UALO- 
OCAN. 


Major Richard W. Young, of the 
famous Utah Light Artillery has 
made a report to tin* War Depart¬ 
ment of the operations of his com 
maud near Manila. Major Young’s 
ropoit givcH detailed accounts of 
the various 'movements made by 
flic component, parts of this organ¬ 
ization, which appears lo have 
participated at an important point 
in eveiy engagement which has 
taken place in Luzon. In Ids im¬ 
port, which tells the story of the 
operations from February till to 
February 16th, Major Young, after 
describing the advance on Ualoocan, 
says : 

“1 am satisfied that no troops 
during this advance have perfmmed 
more dangerous service Ilian Ihe 
detachment under Lieutenant Sea¬ 
man in their perilous progress up 
the Ualoocan load. Too much, 
therefore, in my judgment, cannot 
be said .u praise of their intrepidity 
and efficiency.” 

Major Young also mentions the 
work of l wo guns of the Sixth art il¬ 
lery under Lieutenant A S Flem¬ 
ing, that were assigned to Ids 
division in this action, lie says, 
“ During flic advance on Ualoocan 
this platoon did very accurate and 
effective work under a heavy small 
arm lire from the enemy.” lie also 
speaks of (Irani’s and (hatchlow’s 
guns, which took part in the move¬ 
ments, as follows : 

“ Extremely accurate work was 
done. One of the best, shots of the 
campaign was at. a party throwing 
up earthworks at the cemetery gate, 
the left side of the gate being de¬ 
stroyed til an estimated range of 
2,600 yards by the lit si shell. 
Shrapnel lire proved to be very 
efficacious at a range of 2,000 
yards, driving a party which ad¬ 
vanced fearlessly from the light, to 
take a Hanking party under com¬ 
mand ot Major Hell, U. S. V. 
engineers.” 

A compliment is also paid to 
Wedgwood’s battery, Ihe men of 
which dragged their guns on the 
night of February 4lh for three 
miles without assistance and, driv¬ 
ing the enemy back in great num¬ 
bers, paved the way for the infant ry 
advance. These guns were served 
under a heavy cross fire, the can¬ 
noneers having little or no protec¬ 
tion. Webb’s two guns arc de¬ 
scribed as silencing the enemy’s 
fire in almost every instance over 
an arc of nearly ISO degrees. The 
t wo Nordenfeldls, under Lieutenant 
Gibbs, are said to have been 
handled with skill and efficiency. 
In one case the guns were brought 
down at double time on a 500 yard 
slope in the face of a heavy fire. 
'I'llis was in open view of the ene¬ 
my under close range, and was one 
of the boldest and most, commend¬ 
able ads of the campaign, says 
Major Young.

Charles Wesley Van Tassel I was 
born in Ellenville, New York, on 
May 12th, 1843, the only son of 
William and Levina Van Tassel I. 
I b« was a descendant on I he paternal 
side of tlu> Von Texals who came to 
America from Holland some two 
hundred years ago, and settled at 
Philips© Manor, near Tarrytown, 
New York, lie was a lineal de¬ 
scendant of John Van Tasscll, born 
in 1737, who served in Ihe French 
war and who was also a soldier of 
the Revolution. His great-grand¬ 
father, Stephen Van Tasscll, born 
in 1737, entered the American ser¬ 
vice as a volunteer, about the first 


of May, 1776, at Tarrytown, in the 


company of Captain Abram Ladicu, 
and was at the battle of White 
Plains. In 1777, he re-enlisted 
and was at the Young’s House 
tight. Again in 1780 lie enlisted in 
the Continental line, under Colonel 
Hughes ; was taken prisoner in 
April, 17 80, conveyed to New York, 
and confined in the old Sugar 
House prison. 

Indeed the forefathers of Prof. 
Van Tasscll were on© of the most 
numerous and conspicuous tamilies 
of the Manorial peiiod, and wore 
tli© very impersonation of some of 
its most, marked characteristics. 
The blood of Thor was in their 
veins, and their struggle for free¬ 
dom in Friesland had made them 
veritable sons of Mars ; during 
the Revolutionary War they were 
evei iir the forefront of the fight. 
His own father, who still lives at, 
the age of eighty-four, showed this 
martial disregard of danger, for 
although not a soldier, lie served 
for many years on the metropoli¬ 
tan police force. Probably for tin* 
lack ot hearing, Prof. Van Tasscll 
was tlu> direct antithesis of all this 
warlike spirit. In his nature he 
was gentle, peaceful, courteous, 
disinclined to contention, kindly 
disposed, and benevolent in all Ills 


Prof. Angus. lb* made rapid 
strides, and upon reaching the 
High Class, such was his natural 
ability as a teacher, that he was 
employed part of the time as a 
monitorial teacher. This kept 
him from his studies to an extent, 
and had much to do with the loss 
of the highest hotiois of the class, 
lb'gradual,(*d in 1865, receiving the 
piize for scientific, analytic and 
mathematical studies. Before 
leaving for the vacation he had 
been appointed a temporary teach¬ 
er, but did not regularly enter 
upon his duties. Ib* went, to Ii is 
home at Ellenville, New York, and 
remained there working as a print¬ 
er. In May, 1866, he was recalled 
to tin' Institution by Dr. II. P. 
Poet and appointed a teacher, hav¬ 
ing as his first charge division U, 
of the Juvenile Class, the mem¬ 
bers of which had been in school 
from two to nine months, and was 
composed of very small children. 
Thus at tin' very beginning of his 
professional career, Pi of. Van Tas¬ 
sel I began laying the foundation of 
a reputation which ever remained 
with him for skill, ability and dili¬ 
gence in teaching backward pupils 
and those of tender years. And of 
Iiiin it may truly lie said no teach¬ 
er was ever more laborious, more 
faithful, or more successful. Tin 
number of young children who 
have passed under his instruction 
to the more advanced classes, and 
thence to higher honors, sufficient¬ 
ly confirms this observation. 

In 1871, when the younger male 
pupils were placed by themselves 
in the building known as the 
“ Mansion House,” Prof Van Tas 
sell was a natural selection as one 
of the two teachers to*take charge 
of them, and with the exception of 
the few years, during which tin 
juvenile liepaitment was at Tarry- 
town, he has taught at the “ Man¬ 
sion ” ever since, in his work hi 
showed wondeiful faithfulness and 
conscientiousness, uniting a zeal 
born of knowledge, and a skill ori¬ 
ginating in intelligence and perfect-

In 1867 he was elected member of 
the Epsilon Sigma Society, and at 
one time held the office of vice- 
president. lie was also a member 
of the Order of Elect Surds from its 
organization till its dissolution, and 
at various times, was connected 
with the Gallaudet Ulub, the Fan- 
wood Quad Ulub, and later, the 
League of Elect Surds, 

In early manhood, while a teach¬ 
er at the Institution, he published 
Now mol Then ,• a little sheet of 
institution news, which appeared 
irregularly, but was of great inter¬ 
est to the institution household. In 
1870 he married Miss ('lotilde Lyon, 
a graduate of the High Classof the 
same year as himself. The union 
has been blessed with three chil¬ 
dren, two sons, William II. and 
Charles Wesley, Jr., who hold re 
sponsible positions in the institu- 


own mind. He knew clearly what 
he knew ; and also knew what he 
did not know. That is, he saw 
distinctly what, to his mind, was 
known, and what was unknown, 
and between what was certain and 
what was doubtful. And these 
clearly defined limits he scrupul¬ 
ously regarded in his teaching.’ It 
has been the good fortune of the 
writer of this sketch to have often 
discussed with him knotty points 
on the teaching of very young deaf 
children, and he can testify to his 
thorough understanding of this 
phase of instruction. He had 
strongly developed his faculty of 
order. Everything he did he did it 
systematically, lie had a place for 
everything and everything in its 
place, not only in his classroom, 
lint in his mind and in all his 
mental developments. Fossessing 
these intellectual qualities, and 
having, until recently, uniformly 
good health, he became an accom¬ 
plished teacher in his particular 
line. 

lie early united with the Epis¬ 
copal church, and for several years 
was a lay reader connected 
with tin' Church Mission to Deaf- 
Mutes. Cherishing the sirengest 
interest in promoting the cause of 
religion and sound morals among 
thodenf<ho gave to I he mission the 
benefit of his influence, his per¬ 
suasive powers, and his ardent and 
constant support. 

Lie died as he had lived—peace¬ 
ful, yet not desponding ; confident, 
yet not boastful. Very gradually 
for successive weeks did his 
Strength wear away. Through till 
his illness, even when the flagging 
of nature seemed lo preclude both 
strength and emotion, his trust in 
the Invisible was unwavering. 
Gently and peacefully passed his 
spiiit to its final rest, and tin 
silence of his life’s pilgrimage was 
xehanged for the songs of glory 
Thomas Francis Fox.

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 

(Adopted at the Sixth Convention of the 
Association, held at Ht Paul, Minn.. July 
llth-Hth, 18410.) 

CONSTITUTION. 

Preamble. 

For the purpose of promoting the 
general welfare of the <leaf, we 
hereby form ourselves into an as- 
soeial ion. 


Article I.— Name, 
This association shall lie

Article II.— Membership. 

Any deaf citizen of Ihe United 
Slates may become a member of 
ttiis Association upon the paymenl 
of the initiation fee (See Law I, 
Sec. I) and may remain as such 
upon paying t.he annual member¬ 
ship due (By Law I, See. 2 ) 

Article 111.—Officers. 

Section I. The officers of Ihe As¬ 
sociation shall consist of a Presi¬ 
dent, four Vice-Presidents, a Secre¬ 
tary and a Treasurer. 

Sec. 2. The officers of the As¬ 
sociation shall be elected by ballot 
on the first day of the Convention 
by a majority vote of all duly quali¬ 
fied members voting at the perma¬ 
nent organization of each national 
convention of t.fie Association. 

Sec. .‘I. The newly elected officers 
shall assume their respective offices 
immediately after eleetion. 

Sec. 4. No member of tin* As¬ 
sociation who is absent from the 
Con vent ion shall be eligible to office, 
blit may be placed on the Execu¬ 
tive Committee, as provided in 
Artiele V, See. I. 

Article IV.—Duties ok Officers 

Section I. It shall be ihe duty 
of the President of this Association 
to preside at its meetings in nation¬ 
al convention, and in appoint com¬ 
mittees of five members respective¬ 
ly on enrollment, on resolutions, 
and such other committees as may 
lie provided for in this Constitu¬ 
tion and By-Laws, and to perform 
other duties that are mentioned 
elsewhere in the Constitution and 
By-Laws. 

Sec. 2. Tiie Vice-President shall 
fill the office of the President when 
| the latter is unable to discharge the 
duties of his office. 

SEC. 3. The Seeietary shall re¬ 
cord the minutes of alt meetings of 
the Association, tic shall keep a 
list of the member* of the Associa¬ 
tion, giving ihe full name, together 
witli the post-office address. He 
shall have charge of all documents 
etc., belonging to the Association 
except those of I tie Treasurer, and 
except these otherwise ordered by 
the Excecutive Committee. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall r< 
ceive all moneys b< longing to tin 
Association, keep an account of Mu 
receipts and expenditures, and 
shall make a report of the state of 
the finances of the Association 
whenever called upon to do so by 
the Association. Me shall preserve 
all vouchers. Me shall send noth 


tion shall lie decided upon by the 
Executive Committee and an¬ 
nounced at least three months in 
advance. 

See. 3. 'I’lie President shall then 
issue an official call for such con¬ 
vention. 

Article VII. 

The Constitution and By-Laws 
go into effect on the day on which 
ttiey are adopted.

A motion to amend tire Constitu¬ 
tion or By-Laws of this Association 
must be submitted in writing to the 
President,and be published by him 
in the leading newspapers for the 
deaf for least thirty days before the 
meeting of the Association in Na¬ 
tional Convention, and then such 
amendment 'shall require a two 
thirds vote, a quorum voting, for 
its adoption. 


BY-LAWS. 

Article I.—Fees. 

Seftion 1. The initiation fee of 
this Association shall be one dollar 
for each member. 

Sec. 2. The annual mcuibcrshi| 
due shall lie fifty cents for ear 
member, payable on or before .tune 
1st. 

Sec. 3. The fiscal year of the 
Association shall begin on the 1st 
of .1 unc. 

Sec. 4. No person shall vole on 
Ihe permanent organization of the 
Convention of this Association, who 
has not first paid the initiation fee 
or is in arrears.

Prof. Charles W. Van Tassdl, for 
over thirty years a teacher in this 
Institution, died at his home in 
Tarrytown, N. Y., on Wednesday, 
.Inly 19lh, at 9 a.m., after several 
weeks’ painful illness. 

The funeral services were held 
on Friday afternoon. A number 
of former pupils, friends and re¬ 
latives of the deceased, were pre¬ 
sent. The widow was unable to 
attend the services at the church, 
and a short, private service was 
first held at the residence, Rev. 
Mr, Chamberlain officiating. 
Several beautiful floral offerings 
from friends and one from Princi¬ 
pal Currier, testified to the love 
and esteem in which the deceased 
was held.

He was ever 
ready to entertain the little ones, 
and during Hie blizzard of I8H8, 
when the weather made it necessary 
for the little ones to remain indoors, 
many an afternoon which otherwise 
would have been unbearably lone¬ 
some, was pleasantly passed in his 
company. The young ones seemed 
never to tire of his talks and stories, 
and when school was over, they 
would gather around him anil 
clamor for their entertainment, 
lie never refused, lie seemed to 
know just what would amuse and 
instruct at Hie same time. 

We will miss his tall, erect figure, 
kindly face and good morning 
greeting as he passed by the hoys’ 
gate on his way to the Mansion 
House. But, when looking back¬ 
ward over our school days, the 
memory of those we passed under 
his charge at the Mansion House, 
will bring him before us with love 
and gratitude in our hearts, that 
shall ever remain. 

To his widow, two sons and 
daughter, we extend our sincere 
sympathy for the loss of an affec¬ 
tionate husband and father. In 
him this Institution lias lost a faith¬ 
ful, energetic, worker in the cause 
of the deaf.

Betts is a sister of Rev. Dr. Stod¬ 
dard, First Vice-President of the 
Board of Directors of this Institu¬ 
tion.

Her 
father, William A. Porter, a professor In 
William* College, died at an early age, and 
later, when her mother wa* married again 
to Charles Stoddard, a deacon of the Old 
South Church, of Boston, she made her 
home In that city. By her mother'* xecond 
marriage she became the step sinter of Dr. 
Charles A. Stoddard, of “The New York 
Observer."

K. Belts, who was the son of Samuel R. 
Betts, a prominent citizen of New York 
Stale, who was a memls'i-of Congress from 
1815 to IM141, Judge of the Supreme < ton rt of 
New York from I8i23 to 1880, and for forty 
ear* Judge of the United States District 
:ourf of New York. Since her marriage 
Mrs. Betts had lived In this city, where she 
took a prominent blare In its social circle*, 
and was also well known as an earliest 
worker In many public charities. In the 
Civil War she was actively connected with 
the Sanitary Fair of New York, which was 
organized to raine money for the relief of 
the Federal Army. Her death resulted 
from a gradual weakening which for the 
last five years ha* rendered her a confirmed 
In valid. 

She leave* a family of one son rfnd three 
daughters, of whom the eldest, Amy, is 
married to John Addison Porter, private 
secretary of President McKinley, and is 
now travelling abroad. Her daughter, 
Fanny, I* the wife of Wolcott ft. Johnson, 
of Boston, and her youngest daughter, 
Georgians, lathe wife of T. Tlleston Wells, 
of this city. The son who survives her Is 
Samuel R. Betts, a mem liar of the law tlrin 
of Betts, Sheffield Ar Rett*.
